IN THE ABSTRACT : 

Please amend the Abstract as follows: 

-Poster printing and double-sided printing are realized concurrently by 
controlling an order of outputting pages for a divided image. A printer prints two 
consecutive pages of print data on both sides of a sheet of paper, and a host computer 
generates print data such that each page of print data is enlarged and divided and resultant 
data is printed on a plurality of media. A first page of print data is divided into a 
predetermined number of pieces in accordance with the number of sheets of print paper, 
and a second page of print data is divided in the same manner. Respective pieces of print 
data for the first and second pages are selected from the pieces of print data. Then, the 
selected pieces of print data for the first and second pages are printed on front and back 
sides, respectively, of a medium A method of cont r olling p r inting is provided, by which 
poster printing and double-sided pr inting are realized at the same time by suitably 
controlling an order of outputting p ages for a divided image. A printe r 1500 capable of 
doubl e -sid e d p rinting p rints two consecutive p ages of print data on both sides of a she e t of 
paper, and a host compute r 3000 g e n e rates print data such that e ach of the p ages of print 
data is enla r ged and divided and resultant data is printed on a plurality of media. 
The r efo r e, a first p age of print data is divided into a predetermined numb er of pieces of 
print data in accordance with the number of sheets of print paper, and a second page of 
print data is divided in the same manner. Next, a particular piec e of print data for the first 
p ag e and a particular piece of print data for the second pag e ar e sel e cted fr om the 
predetermined number of pieces of print data fo r each of the fi r st and second pages. Then, 
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the sel e cted pieces of print data for the first and second pages arc output to the printer 1500 
so that they arc printed on a front and back sides, r esp e ctively, of a medium .— 
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
